now they are signing closed shop 
agreements and_ getting along 
nicely with their employers,

MACHIINISTS GAIN 
IN AIRCRAFT PACT 


Contract With the Lockheed Com- 
pany Among 29 Negotiatd During 
Past Week 


Wage increases ranging up to 12 
cents an hour have been secured 
through a new agreement just ne~ 
gotiated with the big Lockheed air- 
craft manufacturing corporation, 
Burbank, Calif., by the internation- 
al association of machinists, it was 
reported this week to the union’s 
general offices in Washington. 

The pact, negotiated by General 
Vice President George C. Castle- 
man and Business Representative 
Charles Tigar of the L. A. of M., also 
provides a week’s annual vacation 
with pay. ., 

It also grants exclusive bargain- 
ing rights to the machinist’s organ- 
ization for all Lockheed employes 
excepting clerical forces. 

The Lockheed agreement was one 
of 29 new agreements secured by 
the union this week in various 
parts of North America, ranging 
from Canada, to New Orleans, and 
New York city to Los Angeles.

YOTE NO STOPPAGE 
ON CONSTRUCTION 


Ten more building trades councils 
affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and 14 additional lo- 
cal unions today reported to the 
United States housing authority 
that they have adopted resolutions 


| intended to obviate the possibility 


of any stoppage of work on low- 
rent housing projects to be built 


' with USHA loans. 


The latest building trades coun- 
cils to join the movement were 
those in Lafayette and Muncie, Ind., 
Lake Charles, La., Springfield, Mo., 
Plainfield, N. J., Minot, N. D., Fort 
Worth Texas, Longview, Wash., 
and Milwaukee and Waukesha, 
Wis., together with 14 locals in Fort 
Worth. 

Thus 70 building trades councils 
and 184 local unions have adopted 
resolutions which provide: 

1. That in case jurisdictional dis- 
putes arise on a USHA project, 
there shall be no stoppage of 
work until such time as the 
building and construction trades 
department of the A. F. of L., the 
local housing authority and the 
USHA have had full opportunity 
to adjust the differences between 
the trades, 

2. That wage rates in effect at the 
time work is commenced on such 
a project shall remain in effect 
until its completion. 

It is the first time in history that 
such understandings have been 
reached by local authorities with 
labor unions, as a result of coopera- 
tion of a federal agency, according 
to Walter V. Price, director of la- 
bor relations for the USHA, who in- 
itiated and is carrying out the pro- 
gram, 

The action of the unions is re- 
garded as having inestimable value 
in that they will make it possible 
to practically guarantee construc- 
tion schedules in the $800,000,000 
United States housing authority 
program, 


TEAMSTERS IN S. F 
SIGN TWO YEAR 
AGREEMENT 


“No stoppage of work” program 
of the building industry of San 
Francisco, Building Material Driv- 
ers’ Union, Local 216 has concluded 
a working agreement with the 
building dealers’ association, an at- 
filiate of the northern California 
chapter of the general contractors’ 
association, to expire, May 17, 1940. 

Signing of the pact, which is af- 
fective as of August 19, 
months of negotiations, 

The union won out on its conten- 
tion for a general 7:30 a. m. start 
for all workers, with an eight-hour 
day and satisfactory wage scales 
for classifications, including driv- 
ers of ready-mix and  wet-mix 
trucks,

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FIGHTING “LABOR” INITIATIVE ACT 


Act Includes Teachers, Firemen and All Organized Groups; 
Arguments Heard Before State Supreme Court 


The attack of the California state federation of labor on the 
ballot title of the vicious anti-labor initiative “LABOR” was 
argued before the California supreme court, Friday, August 19, 
and five days allowed both sides for the filing of briefs. 

With the filing of briefs not later than Wednesday, Aug. 24, 


the court will take the matter un-& 


der submission, and must hand 
down a decision not later than Sep- 
tember 3. 


The California committee for 
peace in industrial relations, spon- 
sor of the measure which seeks to 
regulate picketing, boycotts, display 
of banners, strikes and other mat- 
ters, were last minute intervenors 
in the action, being represented by 
Attorney Darwin Bryan of San 
Francisco. The federation was rep- 
resented by Attorney Clarence E. 
Todd, expert on picketing and oth-| 
er anti-labor matters, Assistant | 
State Attorney General Robert Har- 
rison appeared in behalf of Secre- 
tary of State Frank Jordan, who is| 
the defendant in the action, which 
seeks to keep the initiative off the | 
November ballot, | 

Counsel for the federation based | 
arguments on the contentions of) 
the complaint filed last week (Au-| 
gust 12) that the title of the pro- 
posal is misleading and does not 
fully inform electors of the full pur- 
pose of the act. 

In the arguments Todd pointed 
out that the title refers to boycot- 
ting, which is not defined in the 
definition of the measure, but made 
illegal, 

It was also argued that the term 
“display of banners” is nowhere de 
fined, and that “lawful and unlaw-| 
ful picketing’ are not defined 
such, and this phase was argued in| 
detail. 

Another major contention !n the 
federation’s arguments was that all 
13 definitions concerning words or 
phrases within the act could well 
have been included in the title and 
summary. 

Definition Not Clear 

Particular attack was made on 

the definitions of “labor organiza-!

tion,” “coercion,” and “intimida- 
tion,” and the contention made that 
the title and summary gives no clue 


to the definition of these terms 
the body of the act.

STATE LABOR ASKS IMMEDIATE 
INVESTIGATION OF NATIONAT. 
LABOR RELATIONS BOARD HERE 


Demands that California mem- 
bers of congress make an immedi- 
ate investigation of the practices 
of the 20th regional office of the na- 
tional labor relations board were 
made this week by Edward D. Van- 
deleur, secretary of the California 
State Federation of Labor. 

The demands are based on charges 
that: 

1. Public funds are being wasted 
in connection with a hearing now 
being conducted in Oakland by 
Trial Examiner Charles A. Wood 
of the labor board in the so-called 
cannery conspiracy case. 

2. Favoritism toward and 
tempts to defend communists and 
others who are communistically in- 
clined is constantly exhibited in the 
taking of testimony and examina- 
tion of witnesses, 

3. The spirit of the Wagner act 
under which the labor board oper- 
ates is being continually violated 
by Trial Examiner Wood. 

Supporting the charges, Vande- 
leur issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The current investigation into 
the so-called cannery conspiracy, 
being conducted under auspices of 
the 20th regional office of the na- 
tional labor relations board, and 
based upon an accusation of a lone 
woman organizer for the C. I. O.,|

communists and other radicals is a 
clear waste of public funds. | 

“The hearing is now in its fourth} 
month, I respectfully urge any 


United States senator or represen 
tative in congress from California 
or any federal or superior court 
judge, or anyone who has had trial | 
or public hearing experience and is 
fair minded, to sit in for one day 
and determine for themselves if 
the hearing is not one of the big- 
gest travesties on justice and waste 
of public funds they have ever wit- 
nessed, 

“Hours are spent by Trial Exam- 
iner Wood and counsel for the 
board with ridiculous and frequent-

that the electors who were asked 
to sign the measure, or who are to 
vote on it at the election, should 
not be deceived as to the purpose 
and principal points,” counsel said. 

“The term ‘labor organization’ is 
defined so broadly that it is diffi- 
cult to conceive the limits of the 
definition, Since almost everybody 
is an employe of somebody, a defi- 
nition which includes any one or 
more persons who in any part of 
their activity deal with employers 
in behalf of employes, almost any 
group would come within the defi- 
nition. 

“Certainly all organizations com- 
posed of employes, such as teacher 
organizations, municipal employ- 
policemen, firemen, nurses, 
clerks, or secretaries’ clubs, would 
come under the definition of ‘labor 
organization, and any fraternal 
organization, religious organization 
or temporary committee which 
might at some time or another on 
behalf of one or more employes in 
negotiations with the employer, 
would come within this definition. 
Provides Dismissal Penalty 

Counsel pointed out that section 
10 of the act expressly authorizes 
an employer to request an employe 
of another employer to refuse to 
receive goods, wares, merchandise, 
etc., because of the existence of a 
labor dispute, In other words, this 
section expressly authorizes an em- 
ploye to ask an employe of another 
employer not to handle “hot cargo.” 

However, if the second employe 
complies with the request, section 
11 makes such refusal a just cause 
for dismissal. 

Numerous arguments and points 
of legal authority were cited in sup- 
port of the various objections by 
federation counsel. 

Harrison argued the title was suf- 
ficient, impartial and fair. Bryan 
argued that statements of the fed-

Trial Examiner Wood and counsel 
for the board have failed to pro- 
vide evidence in support of the ac- 
cusation. It now appears clear they 
are trying to prove there was a 
conspiracy to deprive the C. I. O. 
of membership while improving the 
wages and working conditions of 
the cannery workers. They don't 
need to prove that. More than 60,- 
000 cannery workers who benefited 
can verify this fact. 

“W hen _ President Roosevelt 
signed the Wagner act he said its 
purpose was to establish ‘a better 
relationship between labor and 
management’. The spirit of the act 
is being violated in this hearing be- 


cause it has been turned into an 
inquiry as to ‘who opposed the 
ORD wae Re 

“The entire hearing, with its four 
months’ or thousands of .pages of 
transcript has cost many thou- 


sands of dollars, plus a trial exam- 
iner who receives more than full 
time judges, to say nothing of the| 
other expense to the government, | 
and to other parties involved. It is| 
a travesty and farce. 
“Tt is time that California mem- 
bers of congress found out what 
kind of a racket is going on, and 
found out before election, so that 
we may know whether they ap-

LARGE GROWD 
EXPECTED AT 
STATE MEET 


Substantial increases in member- 
ship of unions affillated with the 
state federation of labor, was re- 
ported today by Edward D. Vande- 
leur, secretary of the state body. 

“Telegraphic advices from Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the A. F. of 
L., advise that membership of af- 
filiated national and international 
and local trade and federal unions 
has increased 1,130,891 since the sus- 
pension of 10 international unions 
September 5, 1936 for CIO sympa- 
this,” Vandeleur said, 


The advise came in connection 
with an appeal for all unions to put 
their organizations in good stand- 
ing before the end of the fiscal 
year, August 31st. 

“This increase may be augmented 
by fairly heavy reports from our 
local unions for this month,” 
Morrison’s message said. 

Vandeleur said increases in Cal- 
ifornia during the past year will 
result in making the 1938 conven- 
tion at Santa Barbara next month 
the largest in point of attendance 
in the history of the federation. 

“Steady increases in the member- 
ship of various federal and other 
affiliated unions, the establishment 
of many new unions, and affiliation 
of many old unions, will bring the 
state federation’s membership to a 
new high mark, preliminary audits 
indicate,” Vandeleur said. 

“Reports for the first three quar- 
terly periods of the fiscal year have 
shown steady increases, and there 
is every indication that more than 
1,000 delegates will attend the San- 
ta Barbara meeting, compared to 
420 at Sacramento two years ago. 

“Interest in the numerous mat- 
ters of importance to the entire la- 
bor movement will also cause un- 
ions to send full quotas of dele- 
gates,” he said,

The statement by William Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, that he and President Roosevelt are in ac- 
cord on the necessity of making some changes in the national 
labor relations act is an encouraging development of the deter- 
mination of the American Federation of Labor to make the labor 
act and its administration what the sponsors of the act intended 
it to be. 

The act was passed to guarantee the right to organize and 
bargain collectively, with the rights of craft unions adequately 
safeguarded. But in its administration the act has been used by 
the labor board in opposition to American Federation of Labor 
unions and in favor of that secession movement known as the 
committee for industrial organization, 

Interviewed by reports after he had conferred by appointment 
with the president at the summer white house at Hyde Park, 
Mr. Green said he had called attention to “present complaints | 
against the administration of the law by the labor chad 
board,”’ going over certain specific cases where the board de- | 
parted “from the spirit of the law” in reaching decisions. 

While not outlining the detailed changes in the labor law 
that might be effected, Mr. Green said that broadly they either 
might curtail the labor board’s present powers or clarify them. 

“We discussed possible changes in the law thoroughly,” Mr. | 
Green told reporters. ‘“We are in accord on the necessity of | 
making some changes in the. law to overcome the objections we 


Strike Against Kohler 
Company Is Not Settled 


The AFL again has called atten- 
tion of all it affiliated bodies the 
strike against the Kohler company 
is still being waged by the federal 
labor union of Sheboygan, Wis.

given the Kohler strikers, and de- 
clares the members of the federal 
union directly involved are living 
up to the best traditions of the 
AFL movement, 

They are determined to continue, 
with the help of the union move- 
ment, their fight to free those who 
work for Kohler from slavery con- 
ditions and assure them of a de- 
cent wage. The strikers have con- 
tinued their picket lines since the 
beginning of the strike. They ask 
only that you do what you can to 
reduce the sale of products of the 
company. A settlement can be 
reached if members of organized 
labor will support the strikers in 
their efforts, which have been sanc- 
tioned by the AFL.

(the A. FB. of L.) have offered regarding the board’s adminis- 
tration.” 

Illustrative of Mr. Green’s complaints to Mr. Roosevelt rela- 
tive to the labor board having exceeded its authority was the 
case of the Ambridge Products company, Ambridge, Pa., in 
which he said the labor board had not only shown partisanship 
for the CIO but defied the courts. In that case the labor board 
persisted in setting aside, at the instigation of the CIO a con- 
tract between the company and the electrical workers’ union, 
a federation affiliate, even after the federal courts in Pennsyl- 
vania had upheld the contract. Not until the American Federa- 
tion of Labor union had won in an election to determine ma- 
jority representation did the board retreat from its champion- 
ship of the CIO, Mr. Green said. 

The national labor relations act was not passed by congress 
to be used against the American Federation of Labor unions, 
nor was the national labor relations board set up for the ac- 
complishment of this unpatriotic purpose. The millions of mem- 
bers of the bona fide labor movement are glad to learn that 
this unfortunate and unwarranted anomaly is in process of 
being corrected so that the law will be more impartially and 
more judicially administered. 


Low-Wage Workers Hit by Chronic Diseases 


The terrific toll levied by chronic diseases on workers com- 
pelled to live on the indecently low wages imposed upon them 
by employers was vividly pictured by the United States health 
service in a report summarizing the figures of the national health |' 
survey, covering data on the health of nearly 3,00,000 persons 
in the gainfully employed population. 

Pointing out that on the average more than one out of every 
six persons in the United States suffer from chronic diseases or 
from serious defects in vision and hearing, the report declared 
that chronic diseases alone result annually in the loss of over one 
billion days of work or play. Three-fourths of the invalids were 
less than 65 years of age. Rheumatism was the most prevalent 
chronic diseases. The most deaths was caused by heart disease. 


Cancer and other tumors caused the largest number of days lost 
from work, 


Turning to the greater freedom from disease enjoyed by 
those with incomes large enough to purchase adequate living 
standards and medical attention and the victimization of those 
unable to buy these requirements of health, the survey said: 


“Disease and invalidism are particularly great among fam- 
ilies of marginal incomes. Frequency rate of chronic illness in 
relief families was 87 per cent above the rate for families in the 
upper income classifications.”

Board's Decision Will Be 
Appealed to U. S. Court Un- 
less Reversed 
William Green, president of the 

American Federation of Labor, 

and Joseph Ryan, president of the 

international longshoremen’s union 
have directed Joseph A, Padway, 
counsel for the federation, to insti- 
tute proceedings before the national 
labor relations board and in the 
courts to secure a reversal of the 
decision of the board making the 

C1O longshoremen’s union the sole 

bargaining agency for longshore- 

men on the Pacific coast, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the 

American Federation of Labor here. 
Mr. Padway served upon the 

board a motion for a re-hearing 
and demanded that the decree en- 
tered in this case be set aside. If 
the board denies the motion, it was 
asserted that Padway will prompt- 
ly file appeal in the United States 
circuit court of appeals to have the 
decree reviewed and reversed. 

Board’s Power Questioned 
“The American Federation of La- 

bor,” the statement said, “is great- 
ly disturbed over the extraordinary 
powers assumed by the board in 
constituting a large geographical 
area, beyond the boundaries of 
workers of numerous’ employers 
and affiliated with different unions, 
as a single unit for the purpose of 
collective bargaining. 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor takes the position that this is 
an unwarranted assumption of 
power, contrary to the national la- 
bor relations act, which would in 
many instances deny to A. F. of L. 
employes who are in the majority 
in a specified local union, the rights 
to select A. F. of L. unions as their 
bargaining agent. 

“The decree of the board has the 
effect in this case of disestablish- 
ing A. F. of L. unions by denying 
their members the right to bargain 
through their unions, although in 
a majority.” 

Padway Outlines Legal Situation 
The A. F. of L. statement includ- 

ed the following statement by 

Mr, Padway of the appeal filed by 

him, outlining the legal situation: 

“If the precedent established by 
the board in this case is to remain 
the board may deal similarly with 
the steel industry, the automobile 
industry, the lumber industry, the 
clothing industry, the metal trades 
industry. Groups of employers and 
employes in a large geographical 
area will be designated as a single 
unit thus denying the right of self- 
organization and free choice of rep- 
resentatives by majorities in single 
plants and separate units. 

“It is no justification for the 
board to impose such a unit upon 
employes and employers on the 
basis that the employers and em- 
ployes involved have bargained 
along similar lines in the past. 

“The situation is quite different 
when employers and employes and 
their unions by agreement among 
themselves constitute such a unit 
for the purpose of collective barg- 
aining. It is quite common for a 
number of unions affiliated with the 
A. F, of L., as for instance the 
metal trades, to join in one council 
and to bargain with a number of 
employers as one group respecting 
wages, hours and working condi- 
tions. 

“Tt will be found, however, 
the agreement to do so 
mous and voluntary on the part of 
the employers and the employes 
and their unions and no organiza- 
tion and no individual employer is 
compelled to join in with the others. 

“Likewise when a number of em- 
ployers and a number of unions 
agree to bargain as. one, every 
union maintains its autonomy and 
existence. No agreement of this 
type is ever entered into which re- 
sults in denying to any single union 
the right to bargain on behalf of 
the majority and no union is dises- 
tablished by the joint agreement. 
Decision Held Unlawful

Anti-Trust Law Violations Charged Against National and 
District of Columbia Associations in Controversy Over 


Group Health Association 


The action of the department of 
justice in filing charges of “monop- 
oly practices,” against the Amer- 
ican Medical association and the 
District of Columbia Medical asso- 
ciation is the result of the contro- 
versy which arose several months 
ago between the Group Health as- 
sociation, Inc., organized, accord- 
ing to the department’s announce- 
ment, “by 2,500 government em- 
ployes, principally from the lower 
salary classes to provide prepaid 
medical care at a cost which the 
members could not afford to pay.” 
The department asserted that both 
the national and local medical as- 
sociations are attempting to pre- 
vent the Group Health association 
from functioning. 


In the course of the controversy 
doctors who accepted employment 
with the G. H, A. were threatened 
with expulsion from the district 
medical society and excluded from 
Washington hospitals. “This ex- 
clusion,” the justice department 
said, “has made it impossible for 
doctors affiliated with the G. H. A. 
to practice their professions in the 
hospitals and it has _ prevented 
members of the association who en- 
ter the hospitals as patients from 
having the services of the physi- 
cians of their own choice.” 

Federal Judge Says 
G. H. A. is Legal 

The charges of the justice de- 
partment, followed quickly the de- 
cision of Justice Jennings Bailey 
of the district court of the United 


States for the District of Columbia 
that the Group Health association 
is a legal arrangement between a 
group of government employes and 
@ group of physicians and does not 
constitute a violation of the district 
insurance or medical practice 
statutes, 

The justice department held that 
the action of the national and local 
medical associations against the 
Group Health association “is a vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws be- 
cause it is an attempt on the part 
of One group of physicians to pre- 
vent qualified doctors from carry- 
ing on their calling and to prevent 
members of the Group Health as- 
sociation from selecting physicians 
of their own choice,” 

Cooperative Medicine 
Praised 

In its indictment of the two med- 
ical associations the department 
lauded “cooperative methods of 
payment for medical care,’ and de- 


clared that “group hospital plans 
on a4 cooperative basis are in force 
in over 60 cities and cover more 
than 1,500,000 subscribers.” 


As « justification for the organ- 
ization of cooperative medical care 


the department stressed the al- 
leged failure of doctors to provide 
necessary medical care for the 
lower income groups, 

“In spite of great technical pro- 
ficiency,’ the department said, “the 
medical profession has not been 
successful in furnishing adequate 
care to all American people at a 
cost that they can afford to pay.” 


Edward J, Winter, of Belleville, 
Ill., president of Local No. 4 of the 
stove mounters’ union, was notified 
of his election as president of the 
Stove Mounters’ International of 
North America recently. He suc- 
ceeds Edward Kaiser of St. Louis, 
Mo., who has been international 
president and international secre- 
tary-treasurer, 

Th stove mounters at their con- 
vention which closed in St. Louis 
recently, voted to separate the two 
offices, Kaiser was retained as sec- 
retary-treasurer. Seven vice-presi- 
dents were elected. 


Wage Cards Used to 
Evade Child Labor Laws 


A wage account number card is 
not evidence of the holder’s em- 
ployability, the social security 
board has announced. Instances 
have been reported to the board 
where children, barred from cer- 
tain employment under state child 
labor laws, have been given work 
because they exhibited wage ac- 
count number cards from. the 
board. 

The cards are merely useful to 
the board in its bookkeeping, and 
serve as a device, in the same man- 
ner as an account number in a sav- 
ings bank, to identify an individual 
worker and his wage account, The 
application forms from which the 
cards are issued are not sworn to, 
and do not contain any information 
as to a worker's employability.

A Napa beauty shop 
who signed a contract 
broke it by cutting prices 
peacefully picketed filed suit for 
an injunction and damages. The 
federation sent expert counsel in. 

Superior Judge Percy 8S. King of 
Napa county, after considering the 
evidence and the law, awarded a 
verdict in favor of the unions and 
dissolved the restraining order. 

His opinion upholds the conten- 
tion of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor and its counsel that 
peaceful picketing is a _ constitu- 
tional right in California, even 
where there is no strike.

‘Labor unions have been able to 
make progress in organizing work- 
ers in the chains, whereas’ they 
have had little success with the in- 
dependents and have encountered 


violent opposition from _ that 
source,’ states a summary of the 
survey. 

Legislation adverse to chain 


stores, which reached its peak in 
1933, is rapidly becoming unpopular 
with a greater number of organiza- 
tions and individuals, the survey 
states. 

Consumers’ Groups in Line 

Several powerful consumers 
whose membership consists main- 
ly of the wives of wage earners, 
have made rapid strides in a na- 
tion-wide attack on the high cost 
of living which is caused by ex- 
cessive taxation. 

With organized labor protecting 
the wage earner and united con- 
sumer groups protecting the house- 
wife, farmers also have joined in 
protest against anti-chain store 
legislation, the survey reveals, 
Anti-Chain Tayes Seen Doom!d 

“The farmer knows that the 
chains perform a highly useful 
function in taking surpluses of 
agricultural products off the mar- 
ket. Unlike the independents, who 
always try to carry a complete and 
well-rounded line of merchandise, 
the chains seek products that can 
be featured from a price stand- 
point. Thus they are always on the 
alert for surplus offerings.” 

By 1939, the report states, oppon- 
ents of anti-chain taxes will have 
grown so strong that levies of this 
nature, both state and federal, will 
have little chance of passing.

David J. Saposs, chief economist 
for the NLRB, charged that anti- 
union employers are seeking to 
mobilize public opinion to defeat 
labor unions in attempts to bar- 
gain collectively. He made his 
charges in a pamphlet entitled, 
“anti-union activities in the United 
States.” 

“Forbidden by law to interfere 
with their employes’ rights to or- 
ganize, these employers and their 
allies have turned from open oppo- 
sition to indirect, anti-union ma- 
neuvers and strategems in order to 
fulfill their old objectives,” Saposs 
wrote. 

“In their attempts to confuse and 
intimidate their employes and to 
evade the national labor relations 
act, they have recognized the im- 
portance of capturing the support 
of the ‘third party,’ the public. 

“Accordingly, they have concen- 
trated their energies on creating 
public opinion hostile to organized 
labor.”

Studebaker assures us that there 
are thousands of school districts in 
dire need of new school text books. 
We understand that during the past 
eight years there has been an an- 
nual decrease of more than $665,- 
000,000 expended for school pur- 
poses while annual enrollments in 
schools have increased more than 
756,000. 

Senate report No, 224, issued by 
the committee on education and la- 
bor, March 19, 1937, page 8 states: 

The depression has been more 
disastrous to the schools than to 
any other governmental service, 
and has widened the inequalities 
that were here before its arrival. 
The poor communities and states 
have become poorer, and the closer 
they were to the margin of econom- 
ic existence the more disastrous 
has been the shock. 

“From the 1930-34 expenditures 
for all governmental purposes in 
the entire nation increased 20 per 
cent. Federal expenditures in-
